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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not show, teach or fairly suggest a proximity 
monitoring system capable of accurate boundary detection that is substantially 
independent of orientation, the system comprising a transmitter including an antenna 
array and a receiver module including an antenna array, the transmitter array 
continuously generating a magnetic field having an intensity and defining a boundary, 
the field based upon an electrical signal, the receiver array responsive to the magnetic 
field and in communication with a receiver, and a measurement circuit for determining a 
total power of the field incident thereat, and including additional circuitry. The additional 
circuitry as recited in Claim 28 is a power supply line frequency connected to the 
transmitter, and the receiver having a digital signal processor for extracting the 
magnetic field and rejecting power supply line interference; and additional circuitry as 
recited in Claim 29 comprising three transmitter antennas having respective axes; and 
additional circuitry, as recited in Claim 30, the receiver antenna array includes a two- 
axis, single output magnetic field sensing antenna producing a single magnetic field 
transduction signal output, all arranged as set forth in these claims.
